Meeting Shows Approval of Esdale—He Tells of Attempt to Hold up 
City—Citizens Applaud Idea of Ending Useless Bickering—Pro-

We know you cannot 
get coal and we want to know what

“Ladies and gentlemen,” sald Ald. 
Esdale, “It was disgusting. I protest- 
ed against their intention so long as 
we were on our job. 

The Power House Did Not Stop. 

“In the back of their heads they 
thought th had a very carefully 
planned method to put into execution. 
whereby, we, as a civic body, would 
have to submit to them as in control. 
Think of it. Listen to this, for it is 
the first time any audience has heard 
of it. This same committee asked for 
an audience with Grand Trunk Pacific 
officials, and agreed, or rather sug- 
gested that an agreement would be 
given which would allow all Grand 
Trunk employees then on strike (or 
annosed to strike) to return to work 
and promise no disturbance amongst 
G.a.P. employees, if the G.T.P. oftic- 
ials would enter into an agreement 
with them to supply no coal to the 
city of Edmonton.

He 
brought five carloads here, four were 
of machinery and one contained his 
household furniture. 

Ald. Esdale then touched upon the 
mayor's statement concerning his con- 
nection with hospita] board, and the 
building of the mew ‘wing at the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, Ald. Es- 
dale stated how the hospital board 
had proceeded to get ®usy with the 
building and matters were in progress 
when the mayor suddenly threw in 
the monkey wrench by announcing 
|that only the city commissioners had 
ithe right to deal with building cuos- 
| tracts. 

“Therefore,” said Ald. Esdnle, “the 
board stopped and the building stopp- 
ed. and not one iota more has been 
done go far.” 

Ald. Esdale then told the audience

Mayor Talks of Own Expenditure, 

“The most disgraceful episode of 
any election that we have ever had,’ 
said Mayor Clarke, when addressing 
the audience. He referred to remarke 
made by Ald, Esdale in connection 
|with the expenditure on the commis- 
jsioners department since the mayor 
had taken office, 

“This is the second time,” said the 
mayor, that charges have been brought 
aguinst the man that drives the 
mayor's car. Esdale said last night 
‘Iam going to hit him and going to 
hit him hard.’ ‘The total aggregation,’ 
went on the mayor,” does not amount 
to 45 per cent, of the amount which 
Esdale as chairman of the building 
committee of the hospital, illegally 
contracted to pay the architect, and 
which the city has to pay. Over 26 
jtimes thig year the mayor's car had 
been to the station during the night 
and day to meet the returned men, 
and many times when no other car has 
been there. If this is the kind of thing 
they are going to impeach me with, it 
is a shame anda disgrace. The driver 
a returned man, and orippled for life, 
gets $90 a month, and if I am elected

NEW WING OF 
ALEXANDRA 
HOSPITAL 


The city solicitor has presented a 


jto which the negotiations with the 
jdominon government in regard to the 
loan for the building of the new wing 
to the Royal Alexandra hospital has 
ladvanced. For security against the 
loan the city offers the yearly rentals 
of the Strathcona hospital, now in 
‘occupation by the military. W. J. 
Mustard has been acting for the do- 
minion government in the matter. Ac- 
cording to the report by the city soll- 
citor the matter is in abeyance just 
now for the reagon that the govern- 
ment is asking for a lease of nine 
jyears of the Strathcona hospital, and 
‘also the question of the University 
jhaving teaching rights dn the hospital 
has to be decided. 

In his report the solicitor says: 

“On October 20th, Mr. Mustard 
wrote as follows: Iam in receipt of a 
lettergram from the deputy minister 
of justice in which he states that upon 
receipt of an undertaking of the 
prime rhinister of Alberta on behalf 
of the government, on petition of the 
city, to pass legislation validating in 
the terms referred to in my letter of 
August 7th, addressed to the minister 
of justice, a copy of which was sent 
to you on the same date, together with 
an undertaking on behalf of the city, 
\forthwith to make application and 
{file with the provincial authorities the 
‘necessary documents for such ratify- 
Ing act. The proposed loan will be 
made available for advances as the 
work of construction progresses. 

I then got into communication with 
‘Mr. Mustard and a ‘form of lease was 
drafted and agreed to by him on be- 
half of the company and the matter 
was submitted by him to Ottawa to- 
gether with the question of whether 
the legislation to be passed by the 
provincial government should be a 
ratification of the leage and agree- 
ment there should he some general 
power to the city to deal with the 
matter in any way it saw fit. After 
the form was settled between Mr. 
Mustard and myself, on the 27th of 
October, I forwarded two copies to 
Dr. Tory, president of the university 
of Alberta, advising him that accord- 
ing to the terms of the lease from 
the university to the town of Strath- 
cona {t {9 provided that any assign- 
ment or sub-lease must be consented 
to by the university board, and also 
that there are certain privileges in 
regard to the university teaching 
rights, and stating: ‘I have endeavor- 
ed to preserve these by providing for 
termination by either party upon six 
,months' notice, and have provided 
in the consent to be endorsed by you, 
that your board will give the city 
seyen months’ notice, thus allowing 
(Us one month. to send notice on to 
ithe nent.’ The. un'versity 
board appointed: Chief Justios Harvey 
asa committee of one to act on be- 
half of the university and I took the 
matter up with him. The only change 
lthat the university board of gavernors 
required ‘was that dnstead of the board 
notifying the city that they ‘wished 
jto exercise their teaching rights and 
bring the hospital under the control 
lof the haspital board again, that the 
university should have the right to 
‘give this notice direct: to the govern- 
ment: consequently the matter was 
practically settled insofar as the par- 
ities at this end of the line were con- 
cerned, ©n December 2nd, 1919, I 
received a letter from Mr. Mustard as 
follows: The writer is in receipt of a 
letter from the deputy

ment. The terms of the Strathcona 
hospital lease are so at variance with 
jthe terme proposed in your agreement 
jthat it would appear to be useless to 
proceed further until an arrangement 
is made with the university for their 
congent to a lease on the proposed 
terms. For your information we en-

P.C, 802. We believe you have a sub- 
sequent order No. PC.1232, which 
to some extent varied the preceding 
order: First—TIt is desired that the 
existing Strathcona hospital lease

/of the old lease except as they are 
varied by the terms of the new lease,

nine years, from the Ist of January,

“From this it will appear that the 
government ig not willing to accept 
‘a lease which may be cancelled upon 
six months’ notice at any time, but 
require one for a period of nine yeara 
from the 1st of January, 1919, It 
seems to me, therefore, that !t will be 
necessary to at once take up with the 
university authorities the question of 
whether they will consent to a lease 
for nine years, as above set forth, 
and make some arrangem#nt with the 
government as to the exerg se of their 
‘teaching rights, or forego ieee during 
the term of the lease.”

students. 
He also dealt with the difficulties 
in districts where there were large 


numbers of children. In one district 
there were 248 children and only one 
teacher. A remedy for this condi- 
tion would be a two room school. 
These schools are to be supplied with 
moveable seats so that the school- 
‘room might be used for other pur- 
| poses besides teaching, such as con- 
certs, etc. The department is giving 
an extra grant for such schools, There 
‘s to a grant of $600 if there are two 
jteachers $200 for the first teacher 
‘and $400 for the second teacher.

1, BECAUSE vaccination is a dan-; cases of emalipox with 261 deaths. 


gerous operation, Dr. J. F, Biehn, for- 
mer city bacteriologist™ of Chicago, 
when giving evidence before Notary 
Public Chas. C. Hutchinson, in Chl- 


cago, said: 

“I have found germs causing blood 
poisoning, abscesses, spinal-cerebral 
meningitis and erysipelas in vaccine, 
commonly used as a preventive for 
smallpox." 


Dr. Deason, of Chicago, also a bac- 
teriologist, has declared under oath 
in a Chicago law court, that out of 
forty-eight animals inoculated with 
vaccine, in his laboratory, twenty- 
eight died. He also stated that he 
had succeeded in segregating twenty- 
two species of germs from vaccine and 
that of these, fourteen proved morta!’ 
to laboratory animals. Lockjaw, 
blood poisoning and anthrax were 
some of the diseases, which he said 
were caused by germs extracted from 
commercial vaccine virus. (St. Louls 
Post Dispatch, July 39, 1911.) 

In Philadelphia and vicinity in 
1901 there were no fewer than thirty- 
aix cases of lockiaw which were ad- 
mitted to be the result of vaccination 
and nearly all were fatal. In England 
and Wales fram 1881 to 1907 the Re- 
gistrar Gene reported 1,108 deaths 
from vaccination; of course, the re- 
ports take no account of that greater 
number of deaths ascribed to other 
causes, 

In regard to this, Prof. Alfred Rus- 


sel Wallace, the great scientist, after 


most careful investigation, de- 
elared that in England and Wales 
alone, vaccination is the probable 
cause of 10,000 deaths every year, 
deaths by five diseases of the most 
terrible and disgusting character, in- 
troduced by the vaccine virus, 

Mr. Alex. M, Ross, Fellow of the 
Royal Society of England, member of 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Quebec and Ontarlo, member 
of the 9th Session of the International 
Medical Congress, member of the Bri- 
tish, French and American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science, 
etc., says: 

“T should be false to myself and to 
the best interests of humanity did I 
not record my conviction based on 
irrefutable facts, that vaccination is an 
unmitigated curse, and the most de- 
structive medical delusion which has 
ever afflicted the human race. I know 
full well that the vaccinator sows 
broadcast the seeds of many filthy 
diseases of the skin, the blood, the halr, 
the eyes, which are transmitted from 
generation to generation -—- an ever 
abiding curse to humanity. In_ the 
interest of health, purity and truth; In 
the interest of true science, on behalf 
of tens of thousands of children, I ask 
you to give this indictment a fair and 
righteous judgment.” 

2. BECAUSE vaccination does not 
protect against smafpox. 

Japan, one of the most completely 
vaccinated and re-vaccinated nations in 
the world, Where the compulsory vac- 
Cination law is most stringent, had 
from 1889 to 1908, over 171,611 cases 
of smallpox and 47,919 deaths, while 
in 1908 it had 181,067 cases and 5,887 
deaths. All were vaccinated. The 
entire population of Japan is vaccin- 
ated and re-vaccinated every five years 
and have been since 1885, and every

The U.S, army in the Philipines were 
vaccinated every six weeks, but the 
smallpox was there just the same.

Yet, Chief Surgeon Lippincott said, 
“Vaccination and re-vaccination, many 
times repeated, went on as systematic- 
ally as the drills at a well organized 
post, I believe I can say no army was 
ever so carefully looked after in the 


matter of vaccination as ours.’” Dr, 
Alex. Wilder, Prof. of Physiology tn 
the United States Medical College, 
New York, said, ‘The propagation of 
disease (by vaccination) on the pre- 
text thereby of arresting disease is bad 
{n logic, wicked in morals and futile 
in practice.” 

The following figures are taken 
from the majority report of Special 
Royal Commission of 1889-96: 

‘The City of Leicester with a popula- 
tion of 200,000 with scarcely any vac- 
cinated, had from 1873 to 1894 less 
than 15 deaths per million from small- 
pox. 

The British Army and Navy com- 
posed of 220,000 picked men, physical- 
ly all vaccinated, had during the same 
time a death rate from smallpox of 37 
deaths per million. Regarding this, Al- 
fred Russell Wallace said: 

“It js thus completely demonstrated 
that all the staternents by which the 
public have been guided for so many 
years as to the almost compiste im- 
munity of the re-vaccinated Army and 
Navy are absolutely false. They have 
no protection. When exposed to in- 
fection they do suffer just as much as 
other populations and even more.” 

Not long ago the Religious Tract 
Soctety, of London, England, published 
figures tending to prove that vaccin- 
ation had proved wery effectual in 
the German army in 1870; asserting 
that the less strictly vaccinated French 
Army suffered heavily in comparison 
with the Germans, Later these figures 
and deductions were found to be in- 
correct and were subsequently with- 
drawn, 


8. BECAUSE the authorities do not 
agree on the subject and many former 
vaccinists have repudiated it. In 
Polk's Medical Record the names of 
five hundred medical physicians are 
given as opposed to vaccination for 
smallpox. Alfred Russel Wallace said, 
“Vaccination is a delusion. Its prac- 
tice is utterly opposed to the whole 
teaching of sanitary science.” For 
the purpose of writing the article on 
vaccination for the Ninth Ed. of the 
Sncyclopedia Brittanica, Dr. Chas, 
Creighton, the eminent pathologist, 
made an original and cxhaustive in- 
quiry tnto the subject. The conviction 
soon forced itself upon him that vac- 
cination was both useless and danger- 
cus, 

Despite his changed views, however, 
the compilers of the Encyclopedia still 
desired him to write the article giving 
his honest and unbiased conclusions, 
The result Was fifteen columns, in 
which reason and science, experience 
and statistics combine to prove the 
utter fallacy of vaccination. About the 
time Dr. Creighton's article was pub- 
lished, Prof. Crookshank, the renowned 
bacteriologist, was engaged in investi- 
gating the diseases transmissible from 
the lower animals to man and the 
question naturally arose, whether his 
investigations would support or refute 
Dr. Creighton's article. Professor 
Crookshank, who favored vaccination 
went into an original and exhaustive 
examination of the subject and the re- 
sult was—two volumes against vac- 
cination, Dr. W. J, Collins, for 26 
years @ public vaccinator of London, 
became a disbeliever and abandoned 
vaccination altogether, thereby giving 
up an income of at least $2,500.00 per

It is due to public sanitation, better- | 
ment of living conditions and enforced 
isolation, The benefits of sanitation | 
and quarantine have been freely ad-| 
mitted in the cases of all contagious 
diseases, except smallpox. But where 
smallpox ts concerned there is a curl- 
ous change of front. Everything is 
due to vaccination! In yellow fever 
the vaccinist wil wage relentless war | 
to stamp out the mosquito Inoc::'ator, 
but in smallpox the war is waged 
against those who would stamp out 
the human inoculator. Asiatic cnolera, 
bubonic plague, yellow fever, etc., 
have shown @ like decrease and are 
even better controlled than smallpox. 
At one time in the last century there 
were over 20,000 leper asyiums, which 
housed nearly eight million victims of 
this terrible disease. Where are they! 
today? The world has less than three 
hundred thousand, 

Lelcesier, England, has not had vac- 
elnation for over thirty-five years and 
yet their smallpox death rate is among 
the lowest. Dr, Farr, in Registrar 
General's report for 1867 said, ‘The 
primary object to aim at is placing a 
healthy stock of men In conditions of 
alr, water, warmth, food, dwelling and 
work most favorable to their develop- 
ment, 

“The vigor of their own life is the 
best security men have against the 
invasion of thelr organization by dis- 
ease producing bacteria.” 

Natural immunity, plus sanitation 
are the best protective agents against 
smallpox and all disease. 

E. M. Crookshank, M.D., M.R.C.8.. 
said, “I maintain that when isolation) 
and vaccination have been carried out 
in the face of an epidemic, it is isola- 
tien which has been instrumental! in 
staying the outbreak though vaccina- 
tlon receives the credit.” 


5. BECAUSE after nearly half a 
century of compulsory vaccination,

the great astonishment of the Come 
mission, the proofs showed concluaive- 
ly that vaccination did not prevent 
smallpox and that it was injurious to 
the public health. 

The result wan the passage in Par- 
liament of the “Conscience Clause” of 
the “Vaccination Acts.” This clause 
exempts from vaccination the children 


of parents who declare a conscientious * 


objection to the practice. This clause 
is also effective in Scotland and Ire- 
land, Several of the States in the 
U.S. have also inserted this clause in 
their vaccination laws, More recently, 
the liberty loving peopie of Swit- 
zeriand revoked their compulsory 
vaccination laws by a referendum vote 
which was almost unanimous, They 
were swayed largely by the statement 


of Dr. A, Vogt of Berne University, 
who is a great authority of Europe 
pon smallpox, Here are his worda, 
“After collecting the particulars of 


four hundred thousand cases of smalil- 
pox, all vaccinated, I am compelled to 
admit that my faith in vaccination is 
absolutely destroyed.” 

6. BECAUSE compulsory vacelna- 
tien is a gross interference with per- 
sonal Iberty. 

In all modern history there tls no 
other medical operation that ever 
has been legally enforced, of course, 
vaccination needed enforcement; with 
out it, it never would have survived. 

All medical operations require the 
consent, either of the patient or rela- 
tives and yet under the guise of vac- 
cination doctors are allowed to cut 
Into the perfectly healthy, human 
body, and furthermore to inject dis- 
ease. 

Blackstone in his Commentaries, 
says, “No laws are binding on the 
human subject which assault the body 
or violate the conscience.” Emeritus 
Prof. F. W. Newman of Oxford Unt- 
versity said, “To enact a medical 
creed or command a medical process 
js usurpation not legitimate legisia- 
tion.” Alex. M. Ross, M. D., M. A, 
F.RS.L, of London and Edinburgh 
said, “The agitation against vaccina- 
tion is based on truth, justice and lib- 
erty, a trinity which must prevail,” 


6. Sir Alfred Russel Wallace, the 
great biologist and scientist, who gave 
over twenty years to the study of vac- 
einauon says in his book ‘The Won- 
derful Century,” “I most solemnly urge 
upon our legislation that this is @ 
question, not only of Mberties of our 
own subjects, but cone affecting the 
lives of their children and the health 
of the whole community, and that they 
will be individually responsible if they 
do not inquire into this matter for 
themselves—-not accep} the statements 
of others, I appeal from the medical 
and officlal apologists of vaccination to 
the intelligence and common sense of 
my countrymen, and I urge them to 
insist upon the immediate abolition of 
all legislation enforcing or supporting 
this useless and dangerous Operation.” 

At the 1906 Convention of Superin- 
tendents of Schools of California, held 
at San Diego, Supt. 8. D. Waterman, of 
Berkeley, introduced a_ resolution 
against Compulsory Vaccination which 
was unanimously adopted. 

Supt. Waterman sald, “That compul- 
sory vaccination is a most tniquit- 
ous law. It discriminates tn favor of 
private schoojs and we have lost 
about 400 pupils In two years on ae- 
count of vaccination. 

“The attempt to enforce vaccination 
io an unjust and unfair provision of 
the law. We have lost 3,600; dollars 
a year for two years on account of ft 
it empties our public school houses,”

the minister of hegith, Tuesday in con- 
nection wkth the whole hospital situation. 
Their interviews with the yninister lasted 
three hours. They particularly urged 
the necessity of larger grants to the hos- 
pitals, It is wnderstood that, while the 
intnister made them no promises, he in- 
timated that, the policy of the governmend 
would be to practically make any addition- 
al grants, earned grants, much along the 
Mnes upon which additional grants have 
been made in the education department | 

The deputation particularly requested 
that the graut, by the province, of twenty 
five cents per day per patient should be 
increased. There did not appear to be any 
difference of opinion between the deputa- 
tlon and the minister gaat such grant ia 
an earned grant, and that if the finances 
of the province allowed it, it should be 
increased, 

The deputation also asked that along 
the HMne of earned grants the province 
might well make a grant of say $100 for 
every nurse that has been graduated 
from any traluing school in the province.
